Place in slow oven 250 deg. with pan of water on shelf 
below. Bake about 3 hours—or till touch on top leaves 
no dent. Cool in pans on rack. To store, wrap in cloth 
dampened with cider or brandy. Keep in covered con- 
tainer in cool place. This cake cuts better after aging 
several days.

GOMULKA IS NOT TITO 


Events beyond the reach of U.S. foreign policy—the rise of 
Sputnik, the fall of Zhukoy—should not ract us from 
opportunities for progress against Communism that lie under 
our nose. One such is Poland. We advanced $95 million in 
economic aid to Poland last spring; last week negotiations 
started in Washington for a follow-up sum. It represents a 
real chance for us to foster a measure of genuine freedom 
behind the Iron Curtain. 

In considering this proposition the worst mistake we could 
make is to dismiss Poland routinely as just another Commu- 
nist country; the next worse, to confuse Gomulka’s brand of 


“national Communism” with Tito’s. Tito, because of his 1948

Yugoslavia’s leading churchman, Aloysius Cardinal Step- 
inae, is still confined to his village, and his fellow priests, 
Orthodox and Catholic, are rigidly watched. Poland's primate, 
Stefan Cardinal Wyszynski, was freed from confinement by 
Gomulka. He is now presiding over a rebirth of religious feel- 
ing and religious education unprecedented in Poland's mod- 
ern history. He shares the real power with Gomulka in what 
is no longer a totalitarian but a bi-authoritarian state. 

Gomulka, like Tito, is a dedicated old-line Communist, and 
no emergent Jeffersonian. Moreover, Poland’s immutable 
geography gives Gomulka far less leeway than Tito enjoys in 
military and foreign policy. But where Tito is interested pri- 
marily in his own power, Gomulka is interested primarily in 
Poland’s independence. Gomulka, unlike Tito, has a stubborn 
streak of decency in him—unique in the Communist world. 
principle, he has never taken personal vengeance on the 
Stalinists who kept him in jail for four years. 

Gomulka’s big task is to bolster Poland’s new internal free- 
dom with real economic improvement. His economy was lit- 
erally wrecked by 12 years of Russian colonization. The Poles 
want to keep their new limited independence, but they can’t 
keep it without initial help. The Polish aid mission deserves 
Washington’s and the public’s support. 


FAREWELL 10 THE BATTLESHIP 
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S.S. Wisconsin, 45,000 tons and nine 16-inch 
is leaving the active rolls of the Navy this week, as her sister, 
the lowa, did last fortnight. They are the last. For the first 
time in 60 years, the U.S. Navy has not a single battleship 
at sea, Nor will it ever build another. The whole BB category 
has been stricken from the roster. The era is over. 

It took us a long time to get into that era, and a long 


y therefore the one service whose chief role was al- 
ways to attack, 

That's why we were slow to take up battleships: many 
Americans thought them wicked. The great U.S. naval tra- 
dition of the frigate era had died dor after the Civil War, 
toa skittish preoccupation with coast defense. The only rea- 
son we kept a few monitors in service was for fear of what 
other navies, notably Chile’s, which lambasted Callao in 1880, 
might do to our ports. Our first battleships (1890) had to call 
themselves “seagoing coastline battleships” to win appropria- 
tions. Then came Admiral Mahan, Theodore Roosevelt, and 
the Spanish War when Cervera’s fleet crossed the Atlantic 
and panicked coast dwellers from Portland to Jekyll Island. 
“Heavy battleships are what we need,” said T.R.: and by 190 
he had enough of them to send the Great White Fleet on the 
first successful round-the-world cruise 

For a decade we were proud to be listed in Jane’s as sec- 
ond only to Britain in naval strength. Firepower was our 
specialty; the South Carolina and Michigan, laid down in 
1906, even anticipated the epochal H.M.S. Dreadnaught in 
broadside impact. When Germany and Japan entered the con- 
test, we resolved to be second to none, and soon drew abreast 
of Britain. The battleship evolved from 10,000 to 45,000 tons. 
and from a floating fortress to a maze of massive technolo- 
gy. but it remained our Navy's chief reliance and backbone, 


because no other weapon could deliver so much destructive 
power so far from home. 

Nor has our nation ever had a more awesome symbol of 
proud, ranging strength. That is why it took us so long to 
get out of the battleship era. Pride glued the blackshoe men 
who ran the Navy to the teakwood decks. A battlewagon can 
light-a city. It can still carry more men, more oil, more 
atomic bombs than a lot of lesser ships, and plenty of Navy 
men are sure the battleship will come back for one purpose 
or another. As late as 1952. the Jowa and Wisconsin were 
landing shells 20 miles into the Korean coast. But they had 
lost the precious power of self-defense. 

Even before Billy Mitchell's test pilots sank a couple in 
192], Admiral Sims, on the basis of World War I experience, 
was saying that in another conflict we would have to shelter 
our dreadnaughts in the Mississippi. The Prince of Wales and 
Repulse were sunk at sea in 1941 for lack of air cover; so 
was the Bismarck; the battleships that survived World War 
I never left port unprotected. Other weapons and delivery 
stems learned to do everything the battleship could, only 
cheaper. Its $100 million cost was for a single purpose— 
BOOM!—and a $600,000 B-29 called Enola Gay topped that. 
‘0 now our lead ship becomes thé flattop— that huge hy- 
brid sea insect, with all its strength in its hundred whining 
feelers, each with its own brain and sting many miles from 
the ship’s canted deck and cloven heart. The battleship was 
all of a piece, one heart, one purpose, one boss. No doubt it 
held the Navy’s affection too long, but there is this worth re- 
membering about it. All its life, until Pearl Harbor, the battle- 
ship kept war far from American shores. With its British 
aunts and sisters, it patrolled the world. Its role was exten- 
sive and offensive; it declared the universality of American 
interests and the indivisibility of peace. Whatever inherits 
its role—bomber, missile or satellite—must do no less.

AST week, as New York’s Metropolitan 
Opera opened for the season, George Lon- 
don was once again just what he wanted to be. 
He was a deep-dyed, black-souled villain, sing- 
ing the title role in Tchaikovsky's Eugene One- 
gin, showing Met patrons another character in 
his notable roll of dishonor. As Mephisto in 
Faust (shown on previous page), which London 
considers ‘ta study in pure evil,” the libertine in 
Don Giovanni, as the dreaded Scarpia in Tosca, 
he had made his musical mark as a specialist in 
malevolence.

Born in Montreal, he got most of his school- 
ing in Los Angeles. When he settled on opera, 
he decided that success in Europe was the best 
way in to New York's Met. He made his debut 
in Vienna in 1949 singing Amonasro in Aida, 
and started with the same role at the Met two 
years later. Since then, life for London has been 
one long busy string of successes in Vienna, Bay- 
reuth, Glyndebourne and New York. ‘One day 
you may be singing in the shower and it sounds 
pretty good,” he says. **You try it on someone 
and he agrees and you're off—and into all this!"

In an exclusive report Col. Abel, most formidable agent U.S. ever caught, 


emerges as brilliant, gifted and humorous—but lonely and still enigmatic

In preparing his article, Writer Frank Gibney received invaluable guidance 
both on the complicated legal issues involved and on courtroom proce- 
dure from William C, Mattison,a member of the New York and Federal bar. 


N OCT. 25 a jury in Brooklyn's Federal Building convicted a man 

called Rudolf Abel of conspiring to collect and transmit military 
intelligence to the Russians. Enough was known about Abel’s espionage 
activities in the U.S. (Lire, Aug. 19) to make his guilt undeniable. But 
almost nothing was known about the man himself, the quietly proud 
figure who now resides in New York's Federal Detention Headquarters 
awaiting a possible sentence of death, 

To find out what kind of man Abel is, I spent much of the last two 
months investigating his life and surroundings. I talked with his former 
friends, with lawyers and with investigating agents. | even talked to him 
personally. A large part of Abel’s story may remain forever a mystery, 
but it is now possible to show this remarkable man in general outline and 
sketch in many of the details as well. 

Rudolf Ivanovich Abel, 55, alias Emil R. Goldfus, alias Martin Col- 
lins, alias Andrew Kayotis, is a colonel in the K.G.B., the overseas in- 
telligence arm of the Soviet Union. He is an agent of some 30 years’ 
experience. For nine years he carried on in this country the direction of 
the most dangerous and shadowy kind of long-range spying operation. 
He is no shabby, deluded pro-Communist American, like Harry Gold 
or the Rosenbergs, although there are strong suspicions that he himself 
controlled the final stages of the Rosenberg conspiracy. Nor is he one 
of those thinly disguised and often thick-minded Soviet embassy “‘offi- 
cials” engaged in what the Russians call “legal” espionage. Rudolf Abel 
is probably the cleverest, most formidable foreign agent ever caught by 
U.S. counterespionage. He is the first example Americans have ever seen 
of a trained Russian professional who successfully slipped himself into 
the stream of American life in order to spy on and steal its most precious 
secrets. He was so successful that the U.S. still does not know exactly

what secrets he transmitted or how much harm he has been able to do. 

As befits the classic spy, the man called Abel lived here as an unknown 
and obscure figure, an intellectual of tremendous stature whose suc- 
cess lay in making himself an inconspicuous and apparently harmless 
nobody. He is a tall man with a sharp, rather patrician face, a resonant 
voice, bright eyes that never miss a detail and great composure of man- 
ner. His English is flawless and impressively colloquial. He would never 
think of saying “‘deceive” when “palm off” would be more appropriate. 
His only accent is, curiously, a slight hint of Dublin. He is fluent in 
German as well as French and Italian. He is a trained electronics engi- 
neer and an expert photographer. He is well versed in nuclear physics 
and reads Einstein for pleasure. He is a painter and sketcher and an 
artisan who enjoys making intricate silver ornaments for show—or 
hollowed-out screws for his own espionage business. He plays classical 
Spanish guitar music beautifully, after the fashion of Andrés Segovia, 
and talks most intelligently about the strengths and weaknesses of the 
U.S. economy. He is fond of Pushkin, Macaulay, Hemingway, Tolstoi, 
Victor Hugo—and intelligence evaluation reports. He is equally fasci- 
nated by a Rembrandt, a Frans Hals or a numbered series on a Soviet 
cryptographic message. 

Yet, to avoid seeming out of place, he managed to hide the extent of 
these talents from his few American friends. His inconspicuousness was 
in the best traditions of Soviet intelligence, which has almost codified 
this virtue. Even his origins are tantalizingly obscure. No one in the U.S. 
can guess his real name. We do know that he was the only child of a 
good family from southern Russia who apparently managed to be ac- 
ceptable to both the pre-revolutionary and post-revolutionary regimes. 
His father is believed to have been a friend of Lenin, In his early years 
Abel traveled over most of Russia and made some possibly professional 
trips to Siberia, but he consistently based himself in Moscow. There his 
family, a wife and a 25-year-old married daughter, live today in their 
comfortable apartments (the families of the Soviet security forces are 
notably well treated). The Abels have a pleasant villa in the country, 
and Mrs. Abel sometimes complains about the servants (she has two) in 
letters to her husband. 

The Revolution interrupted Abel's formal education—he had just fin- 
ished high school when it began—but he continued to give himself an

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education. “Il was an omnivorous reader,” he recalls. “I spent all 
the time I could in the library and read everything I could get my 
hands on.” He has a barely perceptible feeling of embarrassment 
about post-revolutionary Communist writing. “Of course,” he says, 
“there were some good books written after the Revolution, too.” 
Very early in his career his facility for languages brought him atten- 
tion. “I listened a lot,” he says, adding, in what certain FBI inter- 
rogators would probably regard as the understatement of the year, 
“‘and I always managed to keep my mouth shut. 

It was his language ability that got him into intelligence work al- 
most 30 years ago. Because of his long service he is probably as famil- 
iar as anyone in the world today with the complex Soviet espionage 
world of “legends” (the false identities which spies assume), “‘treffs” 
(meeting places) and “drops” (the complicated system of recognition 
points at which Soviet agents leave their information). English was 
always Abel’s strong point, and while he was in Moscow he often 
taught it to espionage trainees. 

In 1948, carrying a false passport made out to one Andrew Kayotis, 
he arrived in the U.S. illegally from Canada to put his language and 
other abilities into practice. Where he had served before this—in the 
"30s and ’40s—nobody yet knows, but it is assumed that he spent at 
least part of this time at Moscow headquarters. 

From 1948 on, Abel made his own U.S. headquarters in New York. 
There he deliberately set about creating a new but small world for 
himself, In the manner of so many agents in Europe before him, he 
assumed the role of an artist as a “cover” because it helped him ac- 
count for the irregular comings and goings of his real profession. To 
his few friends and acquaintances he confided that he made his living 
as a high-class radio mechanic (which he really was). As he told it, 
he would work hard for a time, then loaf. This served to explain 
the long periods he had to spend in his studio at 252 Fulton Street 
in downtown Brooklyn. 

This studio was a triumph of audacity, The bleak $35-a-month 
room, its shelves piled high with paintings, sketches, books and pho- 
tographic equipment, was in plain sight of the grimy Gothic towers 
of the Federal Building, where Abel was later tried and convicted. 
He went by the name of Emil R. Goldfus, made friends with other 
artists in his building and became known as a man of conservatively 
bohemian tastes. He affected an inconspicuous costume of a tweed 
sports jacket and slacks and displayed inconspicuously liberal opin- 
ions on politics and art. His friends noted that he was fond of math- 
ematics and that he seemed disappointed when others found his 
favorite calculus books too complicated. He spoke German occa- 
sionally and said that he had been born in Germany. According t 
closely guarded—and phony—birth certificate made out for Emil 
Goldfus and later found in his room, he had been born in New York 
City on Aug. 2, 1902. 

As a painter, Abel was fumbling but still good enough to be ac- 
cepted by his neighbor artists. The scenes he painted were largely 
of downtown New York with downtrodden people predominating. 
“He used the colors a beginner uses who has talent but has never 
analyzed his tools,” one of his acquaintances remembers. ‘‘But in 
another five years he would have been a very good painter.” The 
painting “‘cover” genuinely interested Abel. ‘I would have progressed 
more in my artistic career,” he told me, ‘‘if I had had more time.” 
He smiled as he said it, for he has more than a fair sense of humor.

The time that Rudolf Abel begrudged his painting belonged, of 
course, to an intensely private business world that his social com- 
panions never imagined existed. Abel's position in the Soviet espio- 
nage system was that of the head, or “‘resident,” of a spy apparatus 
that still has not been completely exposed. He was much too impor- 
tant to waste his time training binoculars on radar masts protruding 
from the Brooklyn Navy Yard. He was, instead, a kind of spy ex- 
ecutive responsible for the behavior and direction of several agents 
operating in his network. He assigned requests for information from 
the espionage ‘‘center” in Moscow and, it is believed, helped evalu- 
ate events and trends in the U.S. 

But his most crucial role was that of communicator. He received 
instructions from Moscow on the short-wave radio in his studio and 
then received or transmitted information through a devious system 
of codes, secret “drops,” signal stations and couriers. It was a job 
that took the patience of a stoic and the exactitude of a central Euro- 
pean professor of mathematics, a type which Abel in fact resembles. 
From 10 to 11:50 on certain evenings he had to be in his studio on 
Fulton Street, straining to get the coded instructions from Moscow 
on his Model-S-38-D Hallicrafters radio. The rest of the time he 
performed the precious routine of a spy’s life. He and his agents 
traveled a methodical round of intricately concealed drops set up in 
almost absurdly inconspicuous places: they buried parcels of green- 
backs near Bear Mountain, left pieces of paper in a booth of the 
men’s room at a Brooklyn bar, deposited microfilmed messages in 
hollowed-out screws at the base of a lamppost in Riverside Park, 
put thumbtacks on the undersides of park benches, met casually in 
the lounge of the RKO Keith’s theater in Flushing. 


Not playing for peanuts 


'N the surface such activity seems ludicrous. And it is true that 

Russian espionage has carried security to an exaggerated degree. 
But Abel and his associates were not, it must be remembered, playing 
for peanuts. Each personal contact with another agent or courier was 
regarded as perilous. It was not that Abel feared actual observation. 
Even the flourishing New York office of the FBI is not well enough 
staffed to assign agents to patrol parks or the men’s rooms of thea- 
ters. But any agent might be captured or might even defect, in which 
case every other man who had had personal dealings with him would 
be in danger. 

Timing and repetition were of the essence in all these operations. 
If a contact was missed, it usually could not be attempted again for 
several weeks. When a contact was made, Abel would then have to 
spend hours deciphering the intricate Soviet codes in which all com- 
munications were sent. Some of them depended on a knowledge of 
calculus for their solution, others hung on the alphabetical transfer- 
ence of a certain stanza in a Russian folk song. (In his spare time, 
fittingly enough, Abel worked on designs for a portable code-break- 
ing machine.) There were long trips to the country to locate the resi- 
dence of a contact or to investigate a suitable site for a radio trans- 
mitter. There were long hours spent photographing, developing and 
changing the chemical properties of film for easy concealment. To do 
all this work Abel kept a prodigious amount of equipment in his 
studio, from photographic chemicals to wire-tapping tools. 

The codes were different for different agents. Some of Abel's own 
subordinates had private code systems of their own for communicat- 
ing directly with Moscow. The Soviet intelligence center in Moscow 
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is historically the world’s most suspicious intelligence organization. 
(In 1941 Moscow several times refused to believe its own agents’ 
reports of the impending German invasion because it suspected them 
of being provocateurs.) To fulfill Moscow’s demands meant a life of 
the most exacting discipline, which Rudolf Abel—at the cost of re- 
curring stomach trouble—was able to lead as few others ever have. 
The only luxuries he permitted himself were such minor items as 
shaving lotions and filter-tipped cigarets. 

By 1952 Abel was completely settled down in his job. Then, late 
that year, came a new arrival who would later prove vastly upset- 
ting to Abel’s laboriously contrived and delicately balanced world. 
This was a loud-talking northern Russian named Reino Hayhanen, 
who was sent from Moscow to be Abel's assistant. Hayhanen had 
been in the K.G.B. since 1939 and ultimately held the rank of lieu- 
tenant colonel, but he knew next to nothing about the U.S. All his 
foreign service had been in Finland. During his last four years there 
—Russian espionage is thorough—he had built up a new “legend” 
or identity for his American mission, He was to become Eugene N. 
Maki, an American-born Finn whose parents had gone to Russia in 
1927. His English was rough and heavily accented, and he was an ex- 
tremely heavy drinker. To put it mildly he was hardly Abel's type. 

Hayhanen was also a man with a grievance. He had originally 
been promised a comfortable berth in the “legal” arm of Soviet intel- 
ligence where he would masquerade as an embassy attaché. Later his 
bosses reneged on their promise and he was forced to serve as an 
undercover man in the “illegal” apparatus. His new boss, Rudolf 
Abel, seemed unnecessarily haughty and exacting, (“He treated me 
like a chauffeur,” says Hayhanen.) Undercover life in Newark, N.J., 
where he established himself, 27 miles from Abel’s studio, proved to 
be a strain, even after his second wife was allowed to join him. 


The troublesome assistant 


HE more he saw of Hayhanen, the more Abel worried about 

him. Hayhanen’s drinking, always heavy, increased. When Abel 
went to Moscow in 1955 for a four-month vacation, Hayhanen never 
left his vodka bottle. He began to miss drops and rendezvous. He 
failed to open up the photography shop in Newark which Abel had 
ordered him to operate as a “cover.” Most seriously of all, although 
Abel did not know it at the time, Hayhanen had appropriated $5,000 
for his own use instead of giving it to Mrs. Helen Sobell, wife of 
the convicted Rosenberg accomplice, as Moscow had ordered. This 
would have shocked Abel, who was meticulous about the money 
given into his care. In July 1956 Abel began to urge Hayhanen to go 
to Moscow for a “‘vacation.”* 

Reino Hayhanen knew that a “vacation” in the Soviet Union 
would be something less than a pleasure trip to the Red Riviera, He 
was also, as he later put it, fed up with the whole business—the pains- 
taking, nerve-racking process of drops and covers. 

Last April 24 Hayhanen finally left the U.S., ostensibly to report 
to Moscow. Ten days later he walked into the U.S. embassy in Paris 
and asked to be put in touch with the local representatives of the 
Central Intelligence Agency. It was the end of Abel’s world. 

Although he did not then know of Hayhanen’s disastrous defec- 
tion, Abel’s growing suspicions had already given way to real alarm, 
On April 26 he paid two months’ rent to the janitor of his Fulton 
Street studio and announced his departure for ‘‘a rest.” After three 
weeks in Florida he returned north—this time to Manhattan, across 
the East River from Brooklyn. Taking another passport from his 
supply, he checked into the Latham Hotel as one Martin Collins, 

It was too late. At 7:02 on the morning of June 21 he had an un- 
expected visit at the Latham from three agents of the FBI. ‘‘Colonel,” 
said Special Agent Edward Gamber, “*we have received information 
concerning you involving espionage.” After a short discussion, the 
FBI men called in four agents from the Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service, who had been waiting outside and who now formally 
arrested Abel on charges of being an illegally entered alien. By 5 p.m. 
Abel was in an Immigration Service plane bound for the alien deten- 
tion center at McAllen, Texas. The successful nobody had suddenly 
become an unsuccessful somebody. 

It is indicative of Abel's familiarity with American legal procedures 
that, when informed of the indictment against him, he did not ask 
the federal court to appoint a lawyer to defend him, Instead, he ap- 
pealed to the Brooklyn Bar Association, to which the borough’s best 
lawyers belong. He was not a penniless charge. At his arrest he had 
at least $21,000 in cash and bank deposits supplied by Moscow. 

The bar association went out of its way to find Abel a good lawyer. 
Its selection, 41-year-old James B. Donovan (who has given his 
$10,000 fee to charity) was a fortunate one both for U.S. justice and 
for Abel. Although Donovan’s normal business specialty is insurance 
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work, he had a wartime record as general counsel of the Office of 
Strategic Services, a fact that gave Abel a curious amount of “pro- 
fessional” confidence in him. In 1945 Donovan participated as a U.S. 
Navy commander in the prosecution of the Niirnberg trials. It was 
his lucid summary of the issues involved in espionage and interna- 
tional war crimes, given in the course of a casual speech in 1946, 
that moved a fellow lawyer with a long memory to nominate him 
for the Abel job, which he performed particularly well. To help him 
defend Abel he took on two 
young lawyers, Thomas M. 
Debevoise I and Arnold G. 
Fraiman, who had previous- 
ly spent several years as as- 
sistant U.S. attorneys. 

In a substantive sense 
Donovan and his two asso- 
ciates did not have much of 
a case, There was never any 
doubt that Abel was a So- 
viet espionage agent, and he 
had already admitted his 
Russian nationality and ille- 
gal entry. But from a legal 
standpoint there were some 
debatable constitutional is- 
sues involved. Trying a for- 
cign spy for espionage under 
Anglo-Saxon law, with its 
impressive network of guar- 
antees for the accused and its 
stringent demands of proof, 
is like trying to wing a moth 
with an elephant gun, and 
Donovan's team did its best 
to protect its moth. As Donovan himself later stated, “It’s not so 
much that a spy is against the law, He's outside it.” 

For the prosecution Assistant Attorney General William F. Tomp- 
kins and U.S. Attorney Kevin Maroney had serious problems. Their 
case for conspiracy could boast no captured plans, maps or secret 
diagrams. Their principal witness, Reino Hayhanen, was not the 
scoutmaster type, and his habits had grown worse with the passage of 
time and the strain of his break with the Russians. 

In court, while the lawyers debated the legal issues, Abel himself 
seemed composed. He never lost his flair for detail (he spent hours 
painstakingly writing down pertinent court decisions that he had 
heard of) or for the apt classical allusion. “If you remember Les 
Misérables,” he noted during a discussion of his espionage tools, 
“Jean Valjean received a hollow coin with a file in it. 

His sense of humor never deserted him. ‘*Be careful,” he said ur- 
banely when a prosecution exhibit almost fell on him, ‘Don’t kill us 
before our time.” After each court session he returned to the Federal 
Detention Headquarters on West Street where he became the most 
popular prisoner within memory. The other prisoners scrupulously 
called him “‘colonel.” He listened politely to their anecdotes and ad- 
vice and in turn made liberal loans to them from his large supply of 
filter-tipped cigarets. He was easy to converse with on a wide variety 
of subjects, from card games (he likes two-deck solitaire) to Elvis 
Presley, for whom as a classic guitarist he harbors hostile feelings. 
“Presley is not a musician,” Abel would say. “He is a strummer.” 

During the nine-day trial his composure was only once shaken. 
This happened when the attorneys for the prosecution and defense 
read some personal letters from his family back in Moscow. Sent to 
him on microfilm, they were beyond doubt authentic. Crammed with 
detailed discussions of the minutiae of family life, they revealed a de- 
voted husband and father, a man who liked quiet and enjoyed tink- 
ering about the house. He had taught English to his daughter Evelyn, 
and the colloquial tone of her letters was a tribute to a kind though 
exacting parental schoolmaster. The daughter was married but was 
still in doubt about her new life. Her letters were a continuing appeal 
for advice and comfort. 

“Dear Dad,” one of her birthday letters began, ‘I wish you many 
happy returns. Many thanks for the parcel, and all you sent us. . 
Daddy, dear, I'm missing you so much. You just can’t imagine how 
much I need you. 

“It’s almost four months since I'm married, and to me it seems 
an eternity. ... In general he’s a good chap, but he isn’t you, or 
even like you... . 

“I now work as an ‘engineer referent’ in aviation. My boss is a 
very good man and we like each other. He’s a bit like you, though 
not so broadminded and not so very erudite... .” 
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HIS BETRAYER, Reino Hayhanen, 
was sketched by Abel in courtroom. 


As the attorneys droned through the rest, Abel’s steel cage of self- 
discipline almost cracked. His face grew red and his sharp, deep-set 
eyes filled with tears. 

The testimony of his personal life did not, of course, carry legal 
weight. The jury was influenced far more by the story of an unex- 
pected witness, M/Sgt. Roy A. Rhodes, 40. Rhodes was an Army 
mechanic who had been sent to Moscow in 1951 to work for the U.S. 
embassy and had drifted into betraying U.S. secrets to the Russians. 

Rhodes’s testimony pro- 
vided convincing evidence 
that Abel and Hayhanen had 
been engaged in a conspira- 
cy to subvert the loyalty of 
the U.S. armed forces, one of 
the counts in Abel's indict- 
ment. Before coming back 
to the U.S. from Moscow 
in 1953, Rhodes had agreed 
to work for the Russians at 
his subsequent duty stations 
in the United States. These 
were to include, significant- 
ly, the coding section at the 
Signal Corps station at Fort 
Monmouth, N.J., where Jul- 
ius Rosenberg had at one 
time worked as an engineer. 
But the Russians had not 
heard from Rhodes. In No- 
vember 1954 Rhodes’s old 
Moscow employers ordered 
Abel to locate him. Mos- 
cow's order, which Abel had 
Hayhanen execute, was, the 
prosecution argued, concrete evidence of actual conspiracy on Abel’s 
part. The defense raised the question that Rhodes’s entire story was 
irrelevant and prejudicial. But the jury took it very seriously. 

It took the jury three and a half hours to reach a verdict, for Don- 
ovan, as was his duty, had cast considerable doubt on the legal 
Simon-purity of the government's case. But the final verdict was 
guilty on all counts. Abel flushed briefly when he heard it. Then he 
was hustled off to Federal Detention Headquarters across the river. 
His fellow prisoners assured him that he would never be executed, 
He got a good night’s sleep.

Some unanswered questions 


'HE verdict against Abel has leftsome unanswered questions: There 
is a legal question that would certainly provide the basis for an 
appeal. At the time that Abel was arrested and his effects seized by 
the FBI, some of them to be used as evidence against him, the only 
authority for the act was a purely administrative alien detention war- 
rant issued not by the FBI but by the Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service. The defense claimed that the confusion of procedure in 
Abel’s arrest rendered the evidence inadmissible since there was no 
court authority for search and seizure. The issues in the defense’s 
rather complex argument were no idle legalisms, but involved the 
safeguarding of individual rights under the Fourth Amendment. They 
also raised some disturbing doubts about the FBI's success in sep- 
arating its dual functions of 1) a necessarily clandestine counter- 
espionage organization and 2) a legal law enforcement agency. If an 
appeals court were to reverse the conviction on these grounds, and 
the government felt that it could not get another conviction, the 
U.S. would face the ludicrous prospect of merely deporting Abel or 
else trying him for income tax evasion. 
There is a security question: what has happened to the rest of 
Abel’s spy network and what has it accomplished? It is certain that 
jor operatives in Abel’s residency are still at large, unless 
in Moscow has been able to extricate them. And no one 
has yet estimated the extent of Abel’s own depredations. That he di- 
rected the latter stages of the Rosenberg espionage is only one of a 
half-score suppositions. No one knows how many more bits of paper 
and hollowed coins and screws are being placed and retrieved by no- 
bodies beneath anonymous park benches or in the washrooms of un- 
identified bars. No one knows how many earphones in nondescript 
studios are tuned to the center’s daily broadcasts, or how many 
mathematical minds are grappling with the everyday intricacies of 
the calculus codes. 
Was Abel betrayed not by a sudden defector but by a man long 
in contact with U.S. security agencies? Was it possible that Reino 
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Hayhanen had sought the protection of the U.S. government long 
before his official defection in Paris? Was his drinking and inaction of 
the last few years part of a dangerous trick he was playing on the Rus- 
sians? All this, it can now be revealed, was highly possible. Using 
Hayhanen as a double agent over a period of time would have been 
the one way to get the closely hidden identities of Abel—and others, 
not only in the U.S. but in Paris, where the Soviet underground feeds 
on the highly developed network of the French Communist party. 
Hayhanen checked with the Russians in Paris before he walked over 
to the U.S. embassy. If he were a double agent all that time, the act 
must have required cold courage. 


The calm, mysterious prisoner 


UT the big question is still the man called Rudolf Ivanovich Abel, 

holding the assimilated rank of colonel in the K.G.B. No one can 
estimate the conflicts with'n his mind and soul as he sits in his maxi- 
mum security cell, voice calm and stomach tight, reading the books 
from the prison library and smoking his filter-tipped cigarets. In a 
passage from Pushkin’s The Captain's Daughter, long a favorite of 
Abel’s, young Pyotr Andreyvich’s father gives him this advice as Pyotr 
leaves home to join the army: ‘*Goodbye, Pyotr. Carry out faithfully 
your oath of allegiance, obey your superiors; don’t seek their favor; 
don’t put yourself forward and do not shirk your duty; remember 
the saying ‘Watch over your clothes while they are new, and over your 
honor while you are young.” ” 

The man called Abel was always one to take such advice close to 
heart. Is it possible that the patriotic advice Pushkin gave to Pyotr An- 
dreyvich about his Russian oath remains strong enough to outweigh 
the newspaper reports on Hungary, the purges and the obvious disillu- 
sionments of the post-Stalin Khrushchev era. Would Abel’s attitude 
be different if his wife and his daughter were safe outside Russia? 
No one knows. 

Is it possible, finally, that Abel consciously kept to foreign espio- 
nage to avoid having to face the unpleasant realities in the ‘*mother- 
land” he was serving? He did like his work. The higher forms of 
espionage, as all those who have practiced them attest, combine the 
primitive thrill of the chase with the intellectual craving for the joys 
of deduction. **A real pro,” Prosecutor Tompkins said of Abel in his 
summation to the jury. ‘This was this man’s chosen career. He knows 
the rules of this game, and so do his family, so does his mature daugh- 
ter. He is entitled to no sympathy.” With this Abel would surely agree. 

Perhaps the only hint of Abel’s perplexity—and it is a big one— 
comes from his sketchbooks. Page after page they show lonely, 
middle-aged men, sitting on benches, talking sadly on the street, 
playing chess or checkers in Washington Square. It is a peculiar 
loneliness, one that a Russian would understand more readily than an 
American. The men in the sketches are not broken. They are useful, 
They function. But they are men who seem to be questioning the 
purpose of their lives, even while they admit the sad necessity of liv- 
ing out those lives. 

All this possible inner conflict of Abel’s is as nothing compared 
to the bewilderment of those who knew him before his arrest last 
June, or the confessed inability of those who met him in the more 
recent months, to reconcile Abel’s character with his mission. ‘He 
wasa very civilized person,” said one of his artist friends. ‘It is difficult 
to accept the fact that he wanted to destroy your life.

The new breed of undergraduate does not believe in 
heroes any more than he believes in Santa Claus. He is usually 
more concerned with the size of the college library than with the 
size of the team’s left tackle. When he is exposed to a football 
player, he generally finds him a rough, uncouth fellow incapable 
of discussing earth satellites or, for that matter, even the earth. 
Consequently he views these athletes as 
a special group, apart from the regular 
student body. Except for a few hours on 
Saturday afternoon, today’s football play- 
ers are ignored or pitied or even resent- 
ed, depending on the campus.

It used to be that if the star quarterback injured an ankle, al- 
most everybody knew him personally and felt both sorry and 
worried. Now, when Ozwinski hurts himself, students read about 
it in the campus paper and ask one another, “Which one is he?” 
At colleges all over the land football players are referred to col- 
lectively and disparagingly as “animal types,” particularly “apes.” 
The common campus name for the dorm housing the team is “The 
Zoo” or ‘The Ape House.” 

The players themselves often find student attitudes so disheart- 
ening that at Stanford Coach Chuck Taylor devotes one entire 
early-season skull session to preparing his charges for the cold 
reception they can expect from what used to be called the rooters. 
He advises his boys to make themselves as inconspicuous as pos- 
sible—for their own protection. 

His players heed him well. After the Rice game this fall Stan- 
ford’s star fullback, Chuck Shea, limped into his Comparative 
History class nursing a bad knee. As he eased himself into his 
desk chair, a coed who had been sitting next to him since the 
beginning of the term inquired solicitously about his limp. “Got 
it down in Texas this weekend,” explained Chuck. 

"Tn Texas?” said the girl. “Did you go down there to see the 
game?” 

“T saw a little of it,” said Fullback Shea, and let it go at that. 
Later he commented, “Sure, she’s a pretty one, and maybe worth 
getting to know better.

But any 
manifestation of “gung-ho” (campus meaning: making an ass of 
one’s self by braying for the home team) is frowned upon as 
being in poor taste. 

At the University of Colorado, a relatively new football power, 
attempts at pep rallies are usually dismal fiascos, even before 
the big Colorado State game. In an effort to bolster school spirit 
an enterprising group of students, throwbacks to an earlier era, 
last spring acquired a live buffalo or, more accurately, a bison to 
serve as team mascot. Contribution boxes were placed around 
school to raise money for its upkeep. But nobody contributed, 
posing | a terrible dilemma for the buffalo boosters. “That damn 
thing!” said one disillusioned member of this group. “I wi 
those guys from State would come up here and kidnap it. I'd 
help them.” This fall, at the height of the football season, the 
beast’s backers were trying desperately to interest the alumni in 
helping to support it. 

A slackening of football fervor could be expected almost any- 
where but at Columbus, Ohio, home of Ohio State and—in the 
past, at least—the nation’s most uncompromising fans. But the 
epidemic of declining enthusiasm has struck there too. Many of 
the university’s 21,000 students turn out for the games, but they 
seem less concerned with the fortunes of the football team than 
with their seat locations: they feel that they are being discrimi- 
nated against in favor of old grads and rank outsiders.

‘The widespread disenchantment with football among undergrad- 
uates dates from just after World War II. What the war itself did 
not do to dampen oldtime campus spirit, the returning veteran did. 
Students attending college under the G.I. bill just did not go in for 
rah-rah—and of course did not pass it on to the youngsters coming 
along behind. There was also a rising tendency among students to 
be participants in everything from archery to golf rather than full- 
time stooges for football. ‘There has definitely been a sloping off 
of prestige of football players over the past 25 years,” says Pres 
ident A, Whitney Griswold of Yale. “There has been a broadening 
of horizons.” 

One reason players have become anonymous is the change in 
the rules. The unlimited substitution rule of a few years a; 
enabled a coach to throw in whole platoons of new pla 
ever his team shifted from offense to defense, brought al 
profusion of players on the field that even with a program the fan 
could not hope to keep them all straight. Although the rule has been 
modified, far more players are used today than were used 20 years 
ago, and there is less opportunity for one man to emerge 
individual star, however heroic his performance. 


An amateur among gladiators 
Ber above everything else, the big cause of the decline and fall 


of the football idol is commercialism. Little effort is made to 

ide the fact that the bigtime college player of 1957 is no less a 
mercenary than Rome’s ancient glaliators. No regular student at 
a big football school today would think of going out for the team 
on his own hook. There is a well-authenticated report of an under- 
graduate who tried it a few years ago at a West Coast school and 
actually was chased away by other players who cried, “What are 
you trying to do, take our jobs?” 

Although there are many fine students among today’s paid ath- 
letes—one lineman at Alabama has a 2.9 average out of a possible 
3—the popular conception is that of a big dumb hulk with his head 
rising straight out of his shoulders. If, by chance, he goes to college 
with higher aspirations than being a Physical Education major and 
becoming a high school coach, he is also there, as everybody knows, 
to do his job—i.e., to play football. The fact that the average stu- 
dent takes a tolerant attitude toward this situation merely shows 
how far cynicism has progressed since the innocent days when 
football stars were seriously expected to risk their necks solely 
for the honor of the school. 

“They're earning a living,” says one undergraduate at Colorado. 
“Who am I to knock capitalism?” Students interviewed at Louisi- 
ana State felt that since members of the football team are rewarded 
for their accomplishments in cash, anything in the form of campus 
prestige or idolatry would constitute overpayment. 

Subsidies also raise barriers of a more substantial nature between 
players and students.

At the University of Alabama the football players are segregated 
in a handsomely columned dorm called Hugo Friedman Hall, Ex- 
cept for venturing out to attend practice and classes, the football 
player rarely has to leave his “Ape House.” He lives in this dor- 
mitory throughout the school term, eats well in its basement 
cafeteria and is chaperoned by both a housemother and a former 
football star. 

Besides widening the split between team members and other 
undergraduates, this system so sharply restricted the players’ free- 
dom that last year the Alabama squad revolted. “They have a coach 
that puts us to bed at 11 p.m.,” protested one player. “They have 
a coach that comes around and wakes us up at 8 a.m., whether we 
have classes or not. We have to get signed slips from them to go 
home on weekends.” The Alabama football players did what any 
closely knit and discontented group of workers would do. They 
went on strike. 

‘They are happier there now, having won concessions from the 
athletic department. But they still cannot get over the feeling that 
they are a group apart. “It’s just something in the air that you can 
sense,” says Halfback Dick Strum, “In high school you got looked 
up to so much, and here you're just another pea in the pod.” Only 
a handful of members of the Alabama football squad has been 
taken in by fraternities, although a few athletes with a rare sense 
of humor paste the letters A-P-E on their car windows just as if 
they were Greek fraternity letters. 

What is worse, Alabama players are not looked upon with favor 
by the soro . “A football player has two strikes against him at 
the start,” says one coed. “He has to prove that he’s a nice guy 
more than the ordinary student does.” The procedure at one soror+ 
ity house when a football player calls is either to turn him down 
or ask him to eall back later. Then the girl runs a character check 
on the caller.

Epidemic of Ivy Disease 


VEN in the Ivy League, where there is no segregation of foot- 
ball players, students are affected with what President Barnaby 
Keeney of Brown University has labeled “Ivy Disease,” a tendency 
to be cynical about football players. 
Yale in the throes of football de-emphasis, has a moderate case 
of Ivy ase. Football players are viewed with no more adulation 
than members of the Whiffenpoofs and with much more objective 
realism. They are examined and judged as men, and Quarterback 
Dick Winterbauer says that the judgment is inclined to be harsh. 
“Often you're on the spot,” he says. “You're liable to be watched, 
and you have to be especially careful.” Winterbauer, in the top 
fifth of his class and a member of Torch honor society, seems to 
have passed muster, but some are not so lucky. 
Yale is a hotbed of football zeal compared with Harvard, where 
y Disease epidemic began. Says an editor of the Harvard 
Crimson, “It's been suggested that we have social gatherings in 
our football stadium, but I fail to see how this would change things 
very much, We have these social afternoons now whenever there’s 
a game. The students come to the stadium with their girls and 
they drink beer. If the game were abolished I doubt if anyone 
would notice.” Within one week this fall six Harvard footballers 
afflicted with the disease turned in their uniforms to embrace less 
strenuous pursuits. 

Even where segregation is not school policy, as at Michigan, 
the players tend to stick together. In class they can usually be 
distinguished as athletes by T-shirts saying “Property of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan.” This practice also makes it easy to recog- 
nize them as individuals, because their number shows at the neck, 
but nobody cares much. “I'd never think of going out with a foot- 
ball player,” says one coed. “They're paid to do a job and they 
do it. Most people feel sorry for football players.” 

Whatever resentment exists at Michigan toward football play- 
ers is mild, usually generated by the special favors they get, finan- 
cial and otherwise. Michigan’s scholastic standards are high, and 
football players must meet them along with everyone else. But 
the nonathlete resents the special scholarships and the special

tutoring—free to the player but up to $4.an hour to anyone else— 
sometimes required to help the team members survive in this rare- 
fied scholastic atmosphere. 

On the whole, however, Michigan feeling toward football players 
is more often expressed in raillery than in resentment. One pro- 
fessor teaching a course in organic evolution probably reflects the 
attitude of most students. When the study turns to apes, he 
flashes a slide on the sereen of an ape man ring a football letter. 
“Everyone,” says an undergraduate in his class, “gets a kick out 
of it, even the players.” 


Diluted glory at Northwestern 


\T Northwestern there is still some tendency to glorify football 
beef on the hoof, but even there it is considerably diluted. To 
hear the star guard, Al Viola, talk, the prestige of the Northwestern 
football player has diminished scarcely one whit since the days of 
his pre-World War IL ancestor.

“T remember once before I was married I am sitting in this car 
with this lovely chick. and things are going just fine. She looks 
up at me and says, ‘Al, I love you.’ So naturally, T say, ‘I love 
you too, baby.’

pt football players as nuggets. One at Ohio State, who pre- 
fers personality to brawn, states that athletes are more a handicap 
than a big deal: “They can’t go out on Friday and they're usually 
tired after the game on Saturday—and they're out of town part of 
the time.” When one big West Coast star was caught cheating in a 
final exam last year, it was a coed who turned him in, He left school 
without any outcry from either male or female students, a thing 
that could not have happened two decades ago. 

There are still a few oases of bona fide rah rah left on all- 
male campuses. West Point, Annapolis and Notre Dame, 
their tradition and discipline, can still generate the oldtime spirit, 
although these days it tends to be directed at the entire team 
rather than at individuals.
